On  Monday,  October  4,  lArhen  Pope  Paul  VI  came  to  the 
United  States,  we  witnessed  an  event,  so  d;\Tiainic  in  its 
historical  perspective  and  so  eloquent  in  its  religious 
significance,  that  only  as  time  on  will  v?e  be  abl.e 

to  fully  appreciate  the  tremendous  effect  it  will  have  j 
had  upon  all  mankind. 

Pope  Paul  could  easily  have  pleaded  for  peace  by  issu¬ 
ing  a  papal  encyclical,  as  his  predecessors  had  tradi¬ 
tionally  done,  but  he  made  it  clear  at  the  beginning  of 
his  papacy  that  he  would  do  anything  to  make  his  contri¬ 
bution  to  peace.  Pope  Paul  chose  to  take  himself  to  the 
world,  and  with  him  his  Church,  his  ”raessage  of  humble 
peace,”  and  his  hope, 

•’We  are  the  bearer,”  he  said,  ”of  a  message  for  all 
mankind,”  and,  he  went  on  to  say,  ”like  a  messenger  whc^ 
after  a  long  journey,  finally  succeeds  in  delivering  the 
letter  which  has  been  entrusted  to  him,  so  we  appreciate 
the  good  fortune  of  this  moment,  however  brief,  which 
fulfills  a  desire  nourished  in  the  heart  for  nearly  20 
centuries, ” 

This  letter  which  Pope  Paul  was  at  last  able  to  deli¬ 
ver  expressed  the  idea  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
has  bestowed  upon  the  United  Nations  ”a  solemn  moral  ra¬ 
tification”  of  the  purposes  to  which  it  is  dedicated  • 
Though  he  said  the  UN  has  to  be  "perfected”  and  "adap¬ 
ted,”  he  made  it  clear  that  the  objectives  of  such  im- 
provments  should  be  "the  establishment  of  a  world  au¬ 
thority  able  to  act  efficaciously  on  the  j\iridical  and 
political  levels,” 

We  all  know  that  war  is  tragic,  that  it  is  possible  in 
this  nuclear  age.  But  Pope  Paul,  in  his  moving  plea  for 
peace,  said,  "No  more  warl  war  never  againJ  Peace,  it  is 
peace  which  must  guide  the  destinies  of  peoples  and  of 
all  mankind.” 

This  was  not  a  plea  for  Catholics  alone,  nor  was  it 
only  for  Christians®  It  was  a  plea  for  all  men,  of  all 
faiths,  of  all  political  parties,  of  all  ra¬ 
cial  backgrounds. 
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vie  cotild  not  doubt  the  sincerity  and  the  hope  of  Pope 
Paulas  message  of  peace «  -As  leader  of  the  .Roman  Catholic 
Church  s>  he  had  shown  hijmself  to  be  a  world  figure  im¬ 
mersed  in  world  problems o  To  "those  of  little  faiths  to 
those  who  have  been  cynical  of  man'^s  ability  to  live  in 
peace j  he  expi^ssed  his  sincere  belief  that  only  through 
understanding^  through  love§  and  through  compassion^ 
could  man  attain  this  perfection  of  life  —  '*that  all 
may  be  on©  in  Christ®  ** 

Peace  g  we  know^  must  be  the  concern  of  every  human  be¬ 
ing®  The  Bible  tells  usi  e^^erj-’thing  there  is  a  sea¬ 
son  $  and  a  time  to  eveiy  purpose  'under  th©  heaven® 
time  of  war  and  a  time  of  peace®**  After  these  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  years  of  war 9  perhaps  the  time  of  peace  is  upon 
us®  Though  we  must  always  be  prepared  to  fight  for  our 
God-given  rights  §  w©  must  9  as  President  John  F®  Kennedy 
said  9  "strive  for  that  day  when  ^nation  shall  not  lift 
up  sword  against  nation |  neither  shall  they  learn  war 
any  Th©  promotion  of  x-^'crld  peace  and  brotherhood 

must  be  th©  major  task  of  our  times,.  It  is  a  challenge 
to  every  man^  woman ^  and  child® 

Pope  Paul  VI g  the  Vicar  of  Chri.st  on  earths,  has  shown 
to  the  world  th^it  the  only  road  to  peace  is  the  road 
which  leads  through  th©  signs  of  God-^  the  .road  to  Christ 
and  Ills  t©aehing3a  Wliether  it  bo  in  pjersonal  life^  na¬ 
tional  life  5  or  international  life^  this  is  th©  only 
road  to  peace® 

His  American  reception  was  rich  in  dignity ^  and  y©t 
rich 5  to© 9  in  the  .American  spirit®  .In  his  senmn  at  Yan¬ 
kee  Stadium 9  ha  hailed  the  American  nation  as  one  which 
has  based  its  conception  of  life  on  spiritual  values®  He 
urged  that  th©  spiritual  values  never  be  forgotten  in 
mate  .rial  progress® 

Pope  Paul- has  without  a  doubt  fulfiUad  the  request  "of 
Sto  Francis  of  Assisi  I  "Lordg  make  me  an  instrument  of 
Your  peace®**  He  has  spoken  before  th©  representatives  of 
th©  many  countries  of  the  world®  He  can  hiambiy  kneel  be¬ 
fore  our  Master f  and  with  the  highest  respect 5  say^ 
"Lord^  I  have  delivered  your  message®"

felt  deeply  the  tragic  events  He  served  as  an  inspira¬ 
tion  to  us  to  attain  the  kind  of  priesthood  we  saw  in 
himo  He  touched  ail  of  us  in  some  particular  way^  and  we 
are  forever  indebted  to  him.  The  staff  of  PULSE  and  all 
the  students  of  Xavier  Hall  express  their  deepest  sym¬ 
pathy  to  the  family  of  Fr,  Dueweke^  can  truly  say 
that  your  loss  is  also  ours-;  May  ne  rest  in  peace ^ 
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On  January  10^  1882  at 
Rural  Route  2^  Millhousen^ 
Indiana.^  a  baby  boy  was  bom 
;to  Mr  ,  and  Mrso  John  B® 
Seheidlero  The  boy  was 
given  the  name  Albin  by  his 
German  parents.  Albin  was 
taken  to  the  then  Sto 
Josephus  Preparatory  School 
for  his  high  school  and  two 
years  of  college.  From  St. 
Josephus  School  he  was  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  seminary  at 
Biirkettsville ,  Ohio.  During 
his  student  days,  he  was 
assigned  for  ten  years  to 
be  sacristan. 


Fr.  Scheidler,  CoPPoSo 


Albin  Scheidler,  or¬ 
dained  on  the  twenty-fifth, 
said  his  first  Mass  on  Oc¬ 
tober  27th,  191 Oo  As  a 

newly  ordained  Precious 
Blood  priest,  he  came  to  St. 
Josephus  College,  to  teach 
English,  German,  and  Latin. 
During  his  long  stay  here, 
he  held  many  offices  and  ac¬ 
complished  a  great  deal. 
Two  years  after  his  arrival, 
he  organized  the  Turners,  a  j 
g3nmiastic  team.  In  that  ! 
same  year  he  was  placed  in  =| 
charge  of  the  Athletic  De¬ 
partment.  He  was  kept  busy 
with  these  tasks  till  1923>  J 
when  he  was  assigned  for  | 
two  years  as  head  of  build-  j 
ings  and  campus.  In  teaching  j 
he  gradually  changed  from 
languages  to  mathematics  and; 
bookkeeping,  which  gave  him^ 
a  background  for  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Procurator  in  1925«. 
While  in  this  office ,  he 
built  the  Lourdes  and  Agony 
Grotto.  Suprisingly,  it; 
took  only  twenty-seven  days: 
to  complete  the  work,  which 
was  done  in  the  spring  of' 
1929.  In  the  late  thirties 
he  was  transferred  to  two] 
places,  one  for  sixteen! 
months  and  the  other  forj 
twelve  months.  Then  in  19^0 j 
he  became  pastor  of  the  Sor¬ 
rowful  Mother  Shrine  in' 


Marywoodj  Ohioo  After  1955 
he  moved  to  several  differ- 
ent  parishes 5  each  for  only 
a  short  time®  This  tour  of 
parishes  was  interrupted  by 
a  ten  week  vacation  in 
Europe®  While  in  Europe  he 
had  a  talk  with  Pope  Pius 
XII  and  visited  his  father^s 
home  in  Germany®  On  his 
Silver  Jubilee,  October  25, 
I960,  he  was  ordered  to  re¬ 
turn  to  St.  Joseph's  College 
and  retire. 

Just  two  years  ago  this 
past  November  5th,  Father 
Scheidler  was  taken  to  St. 
Elizabeth's  Hospital  to  have 
internal  surgery  preformed. 
After  the  surgery  he  stayed 
at  the  '  hospital  till  Novem¬ 
ber  27th.  He  was  recovering 
from  this  operation  when  he 
was  struck  with  phlebitis 
(blood  clot)  in  January, 
1964.  This  time  he  remained 
in  the  hospital  two  weeks. 
Ever  since,  his  legs  ..have 
hampered  his  activities. 
Two  months  later,  he  had  a 
relapse  of  the  November  ill¬ 
ness  and  remained  in  the 
hospital  from  March  the  13th 
to  the  25th.  Within  .five 
months.  Father  Scheidler  had 
spent  seven  weeks  in  the 
hospital . 

He  has  a  special  interest 
in  flowers  and  the  Grotto. 
He  grows  flowers  foth  in  his 
room  and  on  the  ground  floor 
of  the^  faculty  building, 
Schwietermann  Hall.  He  has 


done  much  for  the  Society 
and  for  St.  Josephs  College. 
If  you  see  an  edleriyypriest 
standing  near  the  north  en¬ 
trances  of  the  faculty  build* 
ing  viewing  the  flowers  and 
greeting  all  who  pass  by,  it 
is  Father  Albin  Scheidler  ,' -

But  this  article  will  not 
i attempt  to  make  John 
I  Kennedy  more  than  what  -  he 
is*  Its  intention  is  simply 


to  pay  tribute,  in  its  own 
small  way,  to  a  great 
American, 

One  cormot  deny  the 
power  of  the  name  Kennedy. 
More  than  any  other  word  in 
our  language,  it  has  the 
power  to  move  the  spirits 
of  men  everywhere.  What  is 
it  that  makes  John  Kennedy 
such  a  powerful  influence? 

No  matter  how  great  a 
person  is  in  life,  ^Mealih 
tends  to  make  the  world  for¬ 
get  the  greatness  of  life. 
Yet,  almost  two  years  after 
his  death,  it  is  still  hard 
to  forget  John  Kennedy*  It 
is  as  if  he  were  sti  11  alive , 
but  somehow  in  the  back¬

for  the  Holy  Father’s  mis¬ 
sion  intention^  posted  on 
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our  bulletin  board.  Check 
it  this'TTionth  and  every 
months  so  that  you  can  join 
Catholics  and  mission  work« 
ers  around  the  world  in 
prayer  for  that  particular 
intention® 

The  importance  of  prayer 
in  missionary  work  must  nev¬ 
er  be  overlooked.  Without 
prayer  the  '  grace  of^  €aith 
may  not  be  given.  Without 
prayer  money  can  buy  mate¬ 
rials  for  a  school  and 
church 5  but  there  may  not  be 
enough  generous  souls  to  de¬ 
dicate  their  lives  to  the 
missionary  apostolate#  With¬ 
out  prayer  5  the  grace  of 
Christ’s  redemptive  death 
may  not  be  unlocked  and  giv¬ 
en  to  dead  souls. 

Study  in  the  DMU  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  club. 
Through  study  and  discus¬ 
sion  of  current  problems  and 
situations  wmieh  face  us  and 
others  in  the  world  today ? 
’ we  can  try  to  find  out  what 
our  role  must  be  as  future 
priests  and  brothers  in  com.- 
batting  these  problems.  All 
of  us  will  not  be  missionar¬ 
ies  in  South  America;  all  of

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195^,  the  French  possessed 
imperial  power  over  Vietnam. 
After  World  War  II,  the  cry 
for  freedom  and  self-riile 
was  heard  throughout  South¬ 
east  Asia.  In  Vietnam,  under 
the  National  Liberation 
movement,  the  whole  country 
of  Vietnam  \mited  to  over¬ 
throw  the  French.  In  May, 
195^,  at  Dienbienphu,  the 
National  Liberation  Movement 
defeated  the  French  and  won 
their  independence .  Their 
long  fought-for  freedom  did 
not  survive  long.  While  they 
defeated  one  power,  another 
power  moved  down  from  the 
north.  This  power  gradually 
became  influential  in  the 
northern  cities  of  Vietnam. 
They  were  so  successfxiL  that 
in  late  195^  a  treaty  was 
signed  dividing  the  coimtry 
into  a  North  and  a  South 
Vietnam.  The  North  was  dom¬ 
inated  by  the  Communists  of 
Red  China;  the  South  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  free  people. 
How  did  the  Communists  gain 
control ? 

Vietnam  was  a  struggling 
new  nation.  They  were  trying 
to  put  a  war  tom  country 
back  together#  They  also 
were  tr3ring  to  form  a  gov¬ 
ernment  favorable  to  all. 
They  formed  a  government, 
but  they  failed.  The  rich 
and  the  powerful  governed 
the  people.  In  Vietnam  as  in 
other  nations,  the  men  in 
power  disregarded  the  peas¬ 


ants.  They  didn’t  build  hos¬ 
pitals  or  schools  and  they 
failed  to  give  the  people  a 
chance  to  develop  themselves. 


The  Commtinists  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  this  fault  of  the 
Vietnam  government.  They 
promised  the  peasants  every¬ 
thing  but  the  sky.  The  Com¬ 
munists  quickly  won  the 
hearts  of  the  people  between 
20  and  30  years  of  age. 
These  have  seen  nothing  but 
poverty  all  their  lives. 
With  the  better  part  of 
their  lives  ahead  of  them, 
they  hopingly  joined  the 
camp  of  the  Communists  in 
order  to  enjoy  the  Commu¬ 
nist’s  promises.  After  the 
Communists  had  the  peasants 
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1  of  North  Vietnam  won  over, 
i  these  peasants  easily  be¬ 
lieved  what  the  Commimists 
told  them.  The  Communists 
told  them  that  South  Vietnam 
i  held  all  the  money  and  power. 
^  The  only  way  to  overtake  the 
{  riches  and  pcviers  of  South 
Vietnam  would  be  by  force. 

'  Thus  the  Communists  incited 
a  civil  war  in  Vietnam. 


It  is  not  an  out  and  out 
war,  but  a  slow,  painstaking 
guerrilla  warfare.  This  war 
will  probably  last  for  a 
long  time  as  both  sectors  of 
Vietnam  fight  for  what  they 
think  is  right.
